in the public Stews of Paris to preſerve 
them from the foul Diſeaſe, Monfieur Pj- 
nars affirm'd to me, that a Jeſuit confels'd 
that he approv'd of the remedy, and becauſe 
ſome of the facred band had been too ſe- - 
verely wounded in. their Chamber-\Wars, - 
that the Maſs-was added, which an 4Almoner 
rcad upon a board which was lay'd upon 
the Bzd of theCabinet.

75 Fulgura de ſurſum depeliit, 
The ſame Guardian. alfo taught him that 
that ſin was no fin in the Habit of a Fran- 
ciſcan, and committed with a good inten- 
tion to be conformable to St. . Francis, and; 
Father Mace, his Mignon. For which rea- 
ſon they into whoſe hands the King's Pray- 
er-Books fell, have ſhewed their. familiar 
triends, the names of all thoſe that are men- 
tioned in this Chapter, and at* the. end off 
the ſaid Prayer-books, the names of thoſe he 
could not-bring, to his bow 3 among, the reſi 
Ghaſtillon and Chambret, the firſt with his 
il:eves thruſt- back, to ſhew his plump 
white Arm, and his Motto, non pro amor, 
ma pro vendetta, Not for Love, but a Re- 
venge, Thisis a kind of a ſecret, but no 
{ach a one as felt that fatal clap of Thunder,

ble, that the lightning enter'd the Crimina

Thus 
you-fee the Experience which authorizes 
Relicques;- and take notice that you ſhall 
never {ee any of the Brethren-of the Sacred 
Society-without Agns's, Croſſes, or Chap- 
lets about their Arms.

AV 4 cher,he that when Monſieur 4Efer- 
nou tax'd him for making people laugh;

weep. _ This honeft man, one day preach- 
ing among the Mathxrins, made a long 
diſcourſe upon the miſeries of the Chartreux, 
that they fed upon- nothing but fiſh,” of 0- 
thers that fed upan nothing that ever had 
lite, of the Caprcbins that wear nothing up- 
on their feet, of the Feillans that are fo 
poorly clad, & vivat in diem, of the Fri- 
ers Ionorant of Italy, who dare not preſume 
to know - any: thing 3 of St, Anthonies _ 

ers 
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hers near Roanxe, and the ' Penitents that 
whip themſelves. This Preacher caus'd 
abundance of people to weep z and from all 
thoſe Devotions; and auſtere Vows drew 
this argument, That if the Romilh Reli- 
gion were falle, men would never keep 
Vows ſo difficult and uncomfortable. I in- 
vited the ſaid Foncet and Renardier of Bre- 
taigne to dinner. where we brought all his 
reaſons to the teſt ; and that fool Renardier 
put the other into a'great heat, telling : him 
that thoſe auſteritics of Vows and manner 
of living, were rather marks ot-a falſe Re- 
ligion, then of a true. Witneſs, ſaid he, 
that the Sacrifices of men were forbid to | 
the Iſraelites, and obſerv'd among the Gen- 
tiles 3 and thoſe mad Codſheads in Tarky, 
the Caloyer, who all the year long wear no 
other covering, for their nakedneſs, then 
Nets. Only they carry in their right hands 
a'great- Razor, with which they make a new 
ſiream of blood, when the firſt begins to 
cloſe up: and as to their faſts and abſtinen- 
cies, that from Wine, which is enjoyn'd to 
all perſons, is the moſt difficult to be ob 
lexv'd.. When they faſt they neither ea 
nor drink, As to. their Pilgrimages, where 
do we tind fo impetuous a devotion as that 
of the Pilgrims 'to Mecca, of whom the: 

are many,who after the hardſhips of a tedi 
- 0 'Y 
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cus journey, and the ſight of Mibomet's Se- 
pulcher, put out their Eyes, as unwilling 
to ſee any thing prophane, after the ſight of 
a:thing ſo holy ? Afterwards he alleg'd 
the ſtrange zeal of the Calignoy, and how 
we might find in the Grand Temple of 
Mexico, the walls beſtnear'd with the blood 
of Infants offer'd to the Devil by their Fa- 
thers and Mothers, and this blood above 
two fingers thick, through the whole in- 
ſtde building 3 which I have heard 'con- 
frm'd by. the Franciſcans of Mextco, and 0- 
thers. Renardier concluded from thence , 
that all ſuch inventions were very fanati-: 
cal, or rather diabolical, which inforce men 
to ſuch hard{hips. Thcreupon this good 
man Coxcomb fell 'upon Antiquity, and I 
cannot tell where he pick'd up his learning. . 
Do you not know, quo he, that the French 


* and Engliſh Druids (acritc'd upon certain 


days, and accompted thoſe Sacrifices moſi 
acceptable, when they put men to the moſt 
cruel deaths £ The Carthaginians took the. 
Children of the moſt Noble Families, put 
them on Royal Apparel , and facrific'd 
them 3 neither were their Parents permit- 
ted to reſcue one, fo that being vanquilh'd 
by Agathocles, out of an opinion which 
they had, that their Gods were angry at the 
diſcontinuance of ſuch Sacrifces , they 

. krock'd 
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knock?d o'the head above 200 young Gen- 
tlemen for the ſervice of their Altars.. The 
Rhodians and Cretans were wont to make 
their Victims drunk before they offer'd 
them up. In Chio and Salamine they tore 
men limb-meale to facrihce them to Dijo- 
medes, The Arcadians whipt their Dam- 
ſels to death. The Spartens did the ſame 
to their Children upon the Altars of Diana 
and Mercury. Others made a great Pen of 
hardles,and filPd it up with men, of which 
Theopompus was one. The Thracians ſlew 
their Victims with Lances at the Altar of 
Tamelus. Some of the Germans and Bur- 
gundians caxous'd blood at their Sacrifices. 
The Perſians, Greeks, and ſome of the Eng- 
liſp, buri'd their Sacrihces alive, I willnot 
ftand to repeat ſeveral other abominations 
practis*d upon Boys and Girls; and other 
follies committed by the Corinthians and 
Bretons, 1 ſay therefore that theſe auſtere 
and. cruel Vows have been in ail Ages a . 
great part of the worſhip giv'n to the De- 
vil. From thence Renardier betook him= 
{elf to his Theology, quoting in the 16 chap, 
of St. Matthew, the words, My yoke is light, 
with ſeveral others, and told: us withal,'tny 
Maſters, quo he, the beſt Vow 
that we can make is to St, * The Mad- 
*Mutrin fo Laſſe ye that ens Sai 

: the 
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the wiſeſt among us is but a fool, All the 
World did not know Renardier ; he. was 
one that would ſpeak the truth: to the de- 
ccas'd King, who deſiring to have his char- 
ges defray'd by. his Marſhals of the Camp, 
told him one day. that he did more then 
God 3 for he ſaid, by the labour of thy hands 
thou ſhalt live commodiouſly. But you, ſaid 
he, let your Marſhals of the Camp live more 
then commodionſly, by that labour and cal- 
ling, of which they underſtood nothing. 
At laſt Poncet was in a pelting chafe and re- 
ply*d, that he difconrs'd like a. Hugzenot. 
The other went on' ſmiling, and began to 
ſpend his. raltery upon the” Pythagoriſms . of 
e Chartrewx, and other honelt ſ{clflows, 
among the reſt, he did not forget Mr. 
Neither did' he omit to tell us that Mr. de 
Bouchage, being weary of the King's ſcowrge,

Speak 
to me in the Language of St. Francis, and 
you (hall find that the Franciſcans are good 
Companions. By all that's vertuous then, 
reply'd the Count, we have a private kind- 
neſs for. his Wife, and there are thirty 
Crowns for thee, To which the Fraxciſ- 
can, get ye gone, quo he, like Lords as ye 
are, and leave the buſineſs to me. Six 
days after. that, you. might have ſeen the 
poor Gentleman in the Veſtry preparing to 
carry the Crofs as the youngeſt Novice. 
In the mean time the King, the Count,and 
Clermont d"Entragnes go.to play their Game; 
and in a thort while after they ſaw through 
the Window of the Chamber, the Proceſ- 
ſton and the Croſs-bearer, who in the midſt 
of his devotions could not chooſe but have 
{range Whimſeys and Imaginations in his 
head, which ſo intoxicated his Pericranium,

The Curtiſans of Princes are 
tranſubſtantiated -into Women, and Wo- 
men into - Curtiſans. Panders becom 
Marquiſes. Varenne has undergone ſuch 
Tranſubſtantiations would make your hair 
Rand an ind, Pardon Morlas, if he ſee- 
ming]y believe Tranſubſtantiation 3 He who 
in his Cradle was chang d from a Batjard

"Then we would 
abolith all Faſis, unlefs it were to the poor, 
and the fick; diſmiſs the Terrour of ima- 
ginary Purgatory,yet without any injury to 
the mediation of Saints, for fear of ruining 
the Church. I do not without reaſon ad- 
viſe the abolition of Purgatory. There is 
nothing has made ſo many Souls very curt- 
ous of their Salvation at thcir latter end, as 
the ſtory which follows. A Prieſt when he 
comforts a fick, perſon, tells him, That the 
pangs of death are the entrance into the 
Gehenna's of Purgatory 3; A Miniſter teach- 
es him, that they are as th pains of Child- 
bearing,that lead into eternal life,and builds 
his argument upon this Text, This day ſhalt 
thow be with me. I will boldly ſay, That 
the Index c——_—_—_ ought to take notice 
of this paſſage. Now the reliſh of theſe 
two differences of dying, has caus'd fſeve- 
ral good Catholics to renounce Purgatory 
upon their death beds, where the hopes 
and fears of this world give way to thofe 
of the other. We would have allow'd 
them for their Markets, Wedneſday and Sa- 
turday, Lent and Vigils, but that Policy 
has otherwiſe order d it, and thus we had 
made a perfect peage with St, Pawl in the 4 
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of the 1. to Timothy, This is al(o a forget-- 
fulneſs of the Index. Alſo we ought to- 
withdraw theſe marks of the Faith, of a- 
buſers, of Preachers of .lyes, Hypocrifie, 
and the Doctrine of Divels. Calvincould' 
not have ſaid more; That no perſon read 
St. Pax, till the agreement be made, and' 
firmly ſign'd, and the penſions of the con- 
ſenting Minifters well afſign'd. At the * 
ſame time the other Church ſhall reaſſume 
their Pomp, their Muſic, their- Dancings; 
great Fealtings, and the vaſt 'Revenues of 
their Church. Theſe Miniſters I would 
they-might keep their Coaches, Hounds: 
and Haukes, We would have cſtabliſhed a' 
free Liberty, eſpecially to expel that trou-' 
bleſome Diſcipline that has loſt us: ſo. ma-- 
ny good people. We would not have ac-- 
compted for tins, ſimple Fornication, nor” 
ultery for love, according : to Cabier in: 
has learned book; upon the re-eſtabliſhment' 
of Bourdeaux, and his admirable diſpute: 
upon the 7, Commandment. 1I- ſay the- 
ſeventh, becauſe we have relcas'd (the ſe- 
cond, which the Council of Trent would 
needs take away. For this 7, Command- 
ment, which is,o# mechaberis, torbids the:

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X36, quod eft bumidum fundere. It had bin 
a brave Religion, which had rejected what 
was irkſom. to either, and had eftabliſh'd 
what was plauſible and agreeing to both. 
Every one had bin natland atish1'd, no 
one excluded. I know the Ariftarcbians 
will oppoſe my good intentions 3 but a- 
gainſt them I ſay, Firſt; that the Church 
ought to have its arms open to all ſorts of 
people. Now theexpullion of. vices or in- 
coveniencies is no reception. The Hugre- 
a9ts cry, That: the Church: is only of the e- 
lect;; but this. is:too ſevere. Secondly, E 
would fain ask theſe ſowerlings, whet her 
they would be wiſer then the Apoſiles, who. 
deſir'd toenter Judaiſm with honour? You 
{ee in the Epiſtle to the Galatians, how M. 
St. Peter, conform'd and comply'd like a 
complaiſant Gentleman to. the humours. 
and infirmities.of the Fews. St. Paul rgg 
prehends. him 3. but Frier Gilles (aid, he 
might better have held his tongue.then ſpo-. 
ken ſo many things that fmelt of the Fag- 
got, But let us alfo examin what our Ho- 
ly Fathers ſaid, when they went about to. 
give Paganiſm a decent Funeral. They 
taught us to paint our Lady after the anci- 
ent Model of Veſts, holding little Fapiter 
in her Lap : the Trinity, like Medins —— 
Eidiws.. They have brought in the Cornival 
EET - | inſtead. 
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inſtead of the Saturnalia, Twelf-day'in- 
ſtead of the Lypercalia, The firſt of May 
belonging formerly to Claris, they gave a- 
way to St. Thais, canoniz'd for that pur- 
poſe. The Pervigilie are ſolemnis'd at 
Beaxcaire upon St. Magdaler?s day. in com- 
memoration of- her firft Life. The Cur- 
tiſans have a Maſs particular to themſelves, 
which after they have ſaid, they betake 
themſclves to their Callings. Candlemaſs, 
what is it but theFebruaria of the Ancients, 
when they lighted their Candles. Their 
Feaft of St. Fohn anſwers to the Palilia in 
honour of Pales, goddcfs of Sheep 
What the ancients call d Supplications, are 
no more then our Proceſſions, eſpecially at 
PoiGiers, where they go in Proccthion to re- 
queſt water from the Natades ; and at Paris: 
La deſcendente de la Chafte de S. Geneviefve 
is the ſame thing. In imitatior alſo of an-- 
tient Gentiliſm, inſtead of their Lyftral we 
have our Holy water, and ſet Bread and 
Wine upon the Graves of: the deceas'd : of 


' all which things honeſt Benedi& one day 


faid, Ita Paganiſmum ſentinunt., In the 
fame m_—_—_ Inſtitutors of our Cere-- 
mecnies, have not bin aſham'd of the. moſt 
ancient leudneſles of. Antiquity, as having 
ador'd the Garden God Priapus in ſeveral 
parts of France, Witneſs St, Foutin dc 
—  _ Varailles 


Ul 
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V arailles in Provence, to whom are conſc- 
crated the ſecret parts of both Sexes, form'd 
in wax. The Chapptl is well furnitl'd ;. 
{o that when the- wind blows a little brisk, 
it caufes no ſmall diſturbance in the- 
de vout thoughts of thoſe that come to ho- 
nous that Saint. When the Hwgnenots took. 
Embrur, they found ainong the relicques © 

the chief Church a Priapus a Pantique, 
which had bin unſeemingly colour'd with: 
red Wine, with which it had bin often- 
wallt'd: of which Wine the Wamen after- 
wards made a holy Vinegre, for uſes alto- 


gether as ſtrange and abſuxd. When thoſe- 


of Orange main*d the- Church dedicated to 


St. Extropius, they found another of the: 


ſame kind, much bigger and more natu- 


rally ſet out, which was publicly burnt by 


the Heretics, There is another St. Foxtin- 
in the City of Auxerre; a third in Verdre 


upon the-Confines of Boxrbonnis 3 another- 


in the Dioccfs of YViviers, in low Lange-- 
doc, call'd St. Foutin de Cives 3, another at 
Pontigni, to which the'Women reſort, when 
they are with-Child, or defirous of Chil- 
dren. Thus. you {ee how. our Doftours 
have made Paganiſm and Chriſtianity ac- 
cord. . It beeame them either in the name 
of God, or of ſome body elſe, only to 


unſow, and not tear in. peices like thoſe 
hot- 
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hot-headed Miniſters, who deſire the pn- 

rity of Chriſtian worſhip. I find Rviere, 
the King's chief Phyſician of a better hu-- 
mour then- theſe people. He is a good Ga-- 
lenift, "and a very good: Paracelfian, He: 
ſays that Galen's method is honourable, not 

contemptible in the cure of diſeaſes, but 

exceeding profitable to the Shops. The 
other, provided you follow. the true pre- 

cepts.of Paracelſus, is an excellent Met - 
for trath , ſuttlety of knowlege , 

thrift, Therefore he deals by his Sou, as 
by his Body : being a Roman Catholic for 
his Profit, and a- Hwugwenot for his Salvati- 

on» Monſteur. Gervaiſe, Philoſopher of- 
Magne, goes higher: For he maintains that 

all our Wars procced from want of Gram-- 
mar. For had we follow'd Grandem Ma- 
trem, we had-ſpoken well; ſpeaking well, 
we ſhould be underftood, and conſequent-- 
ly agree 3 for we never-fall'out about diſ- 
courſe, but becauſe: we do not underſtand 
one another. His firſt rule is; That we 
ſhould make a great abatement of Financi-- 
7 , Who are the participies of interjeti- 
ons, to/ilence the exclamations of the Pul- 
pit : as alſo of ſeveral Nowns and ſeveral 
Aducybs, as Corporally, Tranſubſtantially, 
Carnally and the like. This: brave Blade 
boaſted. that he kngw more of the ſiate.ob 
& = Religion, 
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Religion, then Biſouze, or his Foot-man, 
or M. de Royav, Ambaſladour at Canada, 
But yet to fortihe my delign more firongly 
by example, R oquelaure {aid, That he who 
refus'd to put all differences to the deters 
mination of three throws of the Dice, as 
Bredoye, ought to ſhut up a dozen of Do- 
Gors, and as many Miniſters in a Room 
with Victuals for one dayz hut not to let 
them have any more,till they had let down 
by a Rope out at the Window their hnal 
determination legally and firmly fign'd. 
The Curate of Eſebi[ets ſaid , That that 
would be foul play, in regard the Miniſters 
are accuſtom'd: to live upon little or no» 
thing. As for his part, becauſe he would 
not concern himſelt in troubles, he ſet all 
things to right in his Pariſh; ſo that when 
they brought him a Child: to baptize, he 
ask'd of what Religion the Father and Mo- 
ther was of-?- If they cry'd, we are of the 
Rcligion of our Fathers, then he whisk'd 
to the Altar halt dreſt, and began, Aaj+- 
torium noftrum in nomine Dei, It they (aid; 
That they had the knowlege of God by his 
Grace, then placing himſelf at the back of 
a Chair, and laying his bands upon it. 
Our Saviour teaches us what our firſt begin- 
ginning is, Poverty, &c. It it be a Mar- 
agar Rn Gmandel 
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he cither falls to his old Adjutorixm, &c. os 


'elſe—— God the Fathcr, after be bad for- 


med man. This was a man of a yielding 
temper, not ſuch a. paſſionate Son, of Thun- 
der as Frier ap Bonhornme , - who let a 
loud F or very madneſs in. his Pul- 
pit, crying out upon the Converſion of the 
King, Couragg, my Pariſhoners, the 
Heretics are confounded, they, dare no more 
call us Papiſhes, nor eat fleſh. in Lent before 
all the World. They ſhall-make holy-day 
upon holy-days 3. They- hang their heads 
like Bulruſhes, while yon exalt your horns, 
and flouriſh like the Cedars of Lebanon. 
And thus you have my own ſentiments

CHAP. IIL. 


Of the Cauſes that may d me to my 
[econd Reformation, which was my 
third Converſion. 


Aniel, as he ſays in his own hook, 
' pray'd. with his Windows open, 
1 6 -— 
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with his face turn'd-toward the Eaſt. Oh! 
how 1 ſaw Monſieur Confeſſour, triumph 
one day upon this Text. In truth, he's a: 
wonderful'man, when he finds a Text pro- 


per for his purpoſe. Therefore, ſaid he, 


as Daniel when he pray'd; turn'd his face 


toward the rilingSun,{o-it always behoves a: 


man of Virtue to addreſs his Devotions to 


the riſing Sun, to growing greatneſs ;. 
and 'to turn his tail upon them that are fink-- 
ing into diſgrace. I made little a«compt of 
the King after the feaft of' the Brricado's,. 
but having; made a quick-judgement of his: 
proſperity, I vear'd my Devotions toward: 


the beams of' that fair rifing Sun, who ha+ 


ving diſſipated all: Clouds, got into his: 


hands all the forces of the deceas'd King, 
and brought the League to lye at his feet, 


Ireturn'd fromAmzvergne and the confines of 


Ttaly, where I underſtood that the com- 


mon Themes of the publick Diſputes at. 


Rome were the Compariſons between the 
King of Spain and France. Thoſe Figure- 
caſters found by their art in Geomancy, by 
Prophehes, - by the fatal name of Boxrbon, 
that this Prince was bern_to change the Hi- 
erarchy into an Empire, the Chair into a 
Throne, and the Keys into Swords, and 
that he was todye Emperour of the Chri- 
flians.. The Venetians ador'd the rifing Sun 
with 
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with ſo much devorion, that when a French 
Gentleman paſs'd only through their City, 
they ran after him with the ſame ardency, 
as the Frantic Dotrels ran after Rablais's 
Pope, crying out, have ye ſeen him. Up- 
on the Gentleman's affirming he had, the 
beſt of their Painters preſently drew his 
picture by imagination, and ſo ſoon as the 
hrſt picture was fniftfd , the Gentleman 
was publicly treated, And after their 
Grandlignionr- ſhips had ſtood ſtaring upon 
it, with their Chaps four kngers aſunder 
for a quarter of an hour together, the Pain- 
ter was paid to his heart's content, - and 
the Picture hung up as fate as St. Marks; 
The Court of the Emperour, and Poland 
rang with. nothing elſe but public thanks 
for putting the Empire into ſuch happy 
and victorious hands, and nothing but 
re-union of Religions, or a toleration of 
all, was in every mans mouth. Much talk 
there was of bringing Italy to this, that the: 
King of the Romans (hould be really ſo, 
and not merely titular. And for the re- 
dudion of the Pope to his Biſhopric, the: 
Duke of Saxony caus'd feveral Sermons to- * 
be Preach'd before him, upon the {imili-: 
tude between David and this King 3 ho- 
nour'd and rewarded thoſe that were more 
in fayour with this, then the former _—_ 

and: 
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and ſent a chain of. Gold as far as Zurick to 
the Author of Carolus Magnus Redivivus. 
This high. luſter of Reputation ſeconded. 
with ſo many warlike exploits, what did 
they not promiſe from this Prince ? had he 
made uſe of the diviſions already created 
betweeen the Muſcovites , Poles , and 
Swedes, the Tranſilvanians, and the Em- 
perour 3. and well knowing the inhrinities 
of the King of- Scetlend, the ſeveral de- 
Ggns.in England upon the old age of the 
Queen, the revolt of Ireland, the decrepit 
years:of the King of Spain, the ambition: 
and ſuttlety of his Daughter, the ſmall re- 
putation-of his Son, the defigns of the: 
Princes of Baly to recover their liberty, up- 
on the declining years and affairs of their 
Tyxant, The Court of the: grand. Duke 
open. to the King 3 Ceſar of Ferrara at- 
tempting, the facceſſion in France, which 
he ſaw beginning to fail: The Duke of 
Savoy diſputing about the accompliſhing; 
the Axticles. of his Marriage, La Breſſe 
loſt ; the reſt almoſt ruin'd by Les Digmue- 
res,, and ill \uccour'd by their own. Alone 
all things, the preparations of the Turks, 
mainly digraed both the minds and for- 
ccs of Chriftendom, Theſe Occurrences 
delign'd the King for the ſupreme Head of 
Chaiftendom, in regard that all people be- 

leiving 
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teiving in their hearts, that this King was 
acceptable to God for the purity and fin- 
cerity of his Religion, prepar'd themſclves 
either to ſuffer or follow him, At the 
ſame time I alſo began to think of throw- 
ing, oft the Popes yoak, and fo bring all 
Benehces without Curates into the treaſury 
at War, by changing the Order of Pricſt- 
hood, into the Order of. Knight-hood. 
This was to be done, by 'putting into the 
Princes hands four times le Peron, without 
the expence or hazard of Convoys. I 
came to Court big with overtures, full of 
advantages, to be ai partaker of ſuch great 
expeRations,: Maſter. of ſuch a Treaſury, 
and-a- good: Servant to. my, Conſcience by 
the ſame means, which. was-the chicf con- 
fiderativn. ' Judg. now, Gentlemen, . it 
this.change of judgment were not main- 
tainable. In-trath I was not ſufficiently 
verſtin the Cabals of the World, the in- 
firmities of Princes, and leſs in the grand 
intereſts of Councellers of State to uphold 
the Diana of Epbeſis, 


CHAP, 
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CHAP. 1V. 


An Apology for my long ſtay among 
the Heretics. 


Anifold are the conſiderations by 
þ « which T was allur'd to a Religion 
once already taſted and follow'd, whence 
was thrown out by the miſtries that atten- 
ded it : which miferies ſeem'd to be pet- 
mitted to afflict a poor Church, which in- 
ftead of Militant,took the conrſe to become 
Triumphant, Some light of Salvation al- 
ſo entic'd me 3 and whoever has at any 
other time experienc'd ſuch combats of the 
mind, will excuſe me for having confider'd 
and paus'd a while before I reſolv'd. But 
having withal ſeen at a diſtance, what a 
leap I was to take, I took a reſolution to 
ant the Catholic Party, affifting my Ma- 
ſter to jump the firſt frisk, that the Ser- 
vant might be the leſs aſham'd to follow 
him. The queſtion was, how to weaken: 
the Hugzenot Party 3 and to bring that to 
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pals, nothing more conduc'd then to un- 
dermine their two main Pillars 3 the firft 
of which, was that diltin&ion of condition, 
by which, under the Law of Truces they 
were ſeparated from our Politic Regiment. 
The ſecond was that difference of Religi- 
ons, which it was requilite to render leſs, 
that it might be afterwards utterly an- 
nulPd. We had a touch at the -firft of 
theſe, when the Hrgrnenets liv'd in fullpro- 
ſperity, when very unhappily they conclu- 
ded, That having a King and a Protector 
in one and the ſame perſon, theſe two qua- 
litics were inſeparable without the lofs of 
the thing. Upon this point we diſpatch'd 
away that M, Buſic-body dx Fay, delerved- 
ly a deceiver, and as defervedly . deceiv'd; 
as appears by his Will and Teſtament, 
wherein he confeſſes, That he had betray'd 
the people of God, to raiſe his own For- 
tune. But we are forbid to ſpeak of that 
Will. He having a ſmooth tongue 1n his 
mouth,8 impudence enough upon hisFore- 
head , in a months time he ſent the Maſs 
where he pleas'd hinfſelf, put down all the 
Chambers of Jultice, caus'd ther to quit 
their Treaſuries, taught their men of War 
to diſpute concerning States, to acknow- 
ledge none but the King, who having ob- 
tain'd that point, ſoon atter lay'd the Pro- 
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teorſhip alide : for finding the name of 
Protector too. weighty for his ſhoulders, 
he buried it near the King's, at the door of 
St.Denis's Church, For the bringing about 
theſe fine preparations, to all thoſe who 
demanded of Fay, his particular Commil- 
fion, D# Fay for anſwer, ſhew*'d the Key 
of Madam Martine's Love-letters, which 
he ſaid, was the key of the Seals of Nature, 
Some malicious Hwugzenots endeavcur'd to 
oppoſe this conſpiracyzthe other Huguenot, 
either out of ſimplicity, or being brought 
over, call the War the Horn- war, and ac- 
cuſe tlicir Brethren to the King. So that 
now the whole power reſts in one man's 
hands, Their Judicature and treaſure fall 
into the hands 'of Madam Formality, by 
which means we withdrew from them in a 
little time, the ſirong holds of Clermont, 
Foynville, Chafteaudun z and in Lorain, Ste- 
nay, Ville Franche, Dan and. Beaumont, Cba- 
vignt, Amnbena, and ſeveral other places. 
Thus I:may fafcly boaſt to have given the 
moſt confiderable {troaks toward 'the un- 
dermining the Rampart of this diltinGion, 
For the ſecond, God reſt the Soul of the 
deceas'd Morlas ; For if he and his Com- 
panions had acted their part as well for the 
bulineſs of Religion, as tor du Fay's Ebate, 
there. had been no Hvgrenots in F pa" 
uc 
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ſuch as were good for nothing but to be 
burnt : for the Fhugnenots of State, or of the 
Sword, which you pleaſe, had: made up 
their pack. Yet-we endeavour'd, to aſto- 
niſh the more Godly, to have gain'd the 
proudeſt and moſt ſtately Six of their Mini- 
ſters z who had ſworn, that being choſen 
for the diſpute, after they had boaſted ve- 
ry high, they would make uſe of a Holy 
prevarication, 'That it might not_-be (©, 
my Maſter Rotan,whifper'd me'in the Ear, 
as he was going to the diſpute-at Manes, 
that he would do like Otho , when he 
kilPd himſelf, that is, he would quit all his 
particular Intereſts to fave -Chriltianity 
from utter 'Ruin 3 but he was taken with 
a fretting, in the Guts which ' prevented 
him. His Second was not fo honeſt as he 3 
He had prevail'4 with the' Hwgnenots to 
chooſe him in all affairs, and he was gene- 
rally preſident. He had propos'd the Que- 
ſtion among the Synods, whether if the 
Church of Rome were not the Church of 
Chriſt 47r4@;, or at leaſt xd]e 74, we might 
not be affin*d of Salvation therein ? And 
this was the loop-hole out of which, the 
King and many others crept, He caus'd 
the word Papiſts to be left out of their 
Prayers, when they mix'd them with In- 
fidels, and taught the young Minifiers to 
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Ipeak mildly. Judge now throughly, 
good brother Catholic, in the midſt of 
theſe holy Exerciſes, whether I have been 
an unprofitable ſervant to our Religion, 
Had I been as Impaticnt as Cahier, or a 
ſolliciter of Aſſignations, like Serres, I had 
never procured in the name of the Hxgxe- 
nots, the Ele&ion of the Chamber. I had 
not had the Credit to ſend away Choxpes, 
before the Parliaments reje&ed him. For 
that old man had been invincible, had he 
not thought me very zealous. I know 
net who it was that went about to beſpat- 
ter the Dialogue of Roſy and Revel; I am 
ſure I was ready to dye for fear, when | 
read my namethere. For had I been dif- 
cover'd by that Divine,as well as by Morlas, 
I had loſt my credit for ever, It was my 
Invention, during the Aſſemblies of the 
Hagnenots to diſpatch ten men into their 
ten ſeveral Provinces to ſow the Darnel, 
which has ſo advantagiouſly proſper'd 
there ever ſince, They had all their dif 
patches under my hand, and were the ra- 
ther encourag'd to go upon that delign,be- 
lieving me to. be of the ſame Rdigion 
with them 3 eſpecially Sowrce, an ancient 
perſon; de 1a Cor, that has made ſo many 
excellent Sermons, and Marmet of Nerac. 
He, tho we had mortify'd him by a 
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dions Famine; protelied he would ncither 
have accepted my mony, nor taken my In- 
ſtructions, but out of his aſffurance of my 
piety at that time. I taught the ſprucelt 
of the Huguenots this Leſſon, Tarda ſunt 
que in publicem poſtulantur.privatam gratiam 
cito mereare, cito accipies, Do thy own bu- 
fine(s, and let the public alone. 1 do not 
{peak of thoſe Aphoriſms of State which 
I taught little Biſonſe, his little Lacquay, 
Lomeny, Mainvilie, and M. de Royan. $0 
well it appears, that I did -the worſt 
could ; like them who are afraid in 'the 
Sicge of a Town 3 before they leap over 
the Wall, they ſcare their Companions, 
what in them lyes; and when they are 0- 
ver, being carry'd before -the Commander 
of the Sicge, they ſpeak the worlt they can 
to ſave themſelves from diſgrace. More- 
over there are no Catholics ſo zealous, er 
that do more miſchict to the Hwgwenots, 
then your new Converts. For proot 
whereof, I will make an Apology for the 
Jeſuits, whoare accus'd for ſctting all the 
World together by the Ears; for thereby 
they ſhew themſelves true followers of F.C, 
coming as he did, to raiſe War againſt Fa- 
ther & Son, and to ſet Father -& Son at 
variance; not to be the meſſengers of Peace, 
but to carry Swords. And: theſe are thoſe 
G little

little weapons, which they” ſlide. out of 
their ſleeves, when they find it convenient 
torid the World of a Monarch that will 
not ſubmit to their Maxims. ' *Tis requis 


ſite that Proſclytes ſhould fign their zeal | 


with the blood of their former Compa- 
nions. And Fougaſſe, Tutor to the Prince 
of Conde, has promis*'d me, that he will 
breed up his Pupil to be the moſt treache- 
Tous and bloody Enemy of thoſe,who have 
followed his Grand-father and Father, up» 
on all occaſions, where he can kill them, 
without being killd himſelf.

Of the Miſeries of the Huguenots; 


Ecing -I have diſplay*d fo large a field 
to the Brothers, for the diſcovery of 
my Converſion, I am reſolv'd to fatisfie 
the more curious, to ſhew that I made a (e- 
Tious conſcience of what I did. Every one 
is inquiſitive what induc'd Sancy to this re 
volt? I ask, what conſirain'd the King to 
the ſame? If they anſwer, to ſave his Ba- 
con 3; that's my anſwer too, Ay, but 
that's 
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tha®s ignominious— Poverty is more——= 
Then Poverty there is nothing more dif- 
ficult to undergo —— which makes men 
contemptible and ridiculous. Haſtening 
to the Port defign'd but changing 
the voyage and the wind, let us philoſo- 
phize a little upon the Queſtion, This is 
not to follow, but always to purſue the 
fame end, My end has been the ſame 
without Alteration, Profit , Honour, Eaſe, 
and Security. So then I purſu'd my aim, 
but only I chang'd the means, Now. for 
profit, what means has a poor Hugxenot to 
advance himſelt in time of peace ? if he be 


a Country-man, the Catholics are the Af- 


{eſlors and Receivers, the Hugnuenots only 
Collectors, If he be a Gentleman, and 
expect any thing from the King, we eur * 
{clves have left him nothing to diſpoſe of; 
If Monſieur Hugzenot pretends a title-to any 
Benefice, we have made all the Ecclehiaſtics 
take their Oaths, to ſtrike out their names, 
and not to keep their words, according to 
an Article made by- the Council of Con- 
ſtance, Their Titles will ſexve them in as 
little ſtead as thoſe of Cheradame. This 
was a Huguenot of the Antient {implicity. 
I ask'd him one day whether he did quict- 
ly enjoy the Benctice of Bandoville, which 
the King had giv'n him ? Yes, faid he, 
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for itis one of the Benetices of which it is 
faid , The bleſſed ſhall inherit the Earth, 
Well, aid I, but waat Title can you ſhew 
that it bclongs to. you ? A very good one 
{aid he, The Earth belongs to the Lord. 
Have you no better Foundation then that, 
(aid I ; for thoſe words mention nothing 
of Boxdavile, How can I have a better afſu- 
xance, {aid he, then from Holy Writ ; Thex 
haſt lay'd bis Foundations in the Sea, now to 
ſhew you that thoſe words are ſpoken of 
Pandqville, it you have ever been there, 
read what follows, he hath enrich'd it, 
and environ'd it with many waters, All 
the reaſons which the Hugrenots can bring 
to our Judges, will ſignitie no more then 
thcle of Cheradame. As for honour, what 
content can they have among, people that 
dare.not give them .reſpe& it the Edict 
will permit them to. come to Court? who 
if they be merry with their Neighbours, 
ſhall have a ſuperviſor ſet over them, that 
(ball ſtick as cloſe to their skins as a ſcab, 
If it be in time of War, what can a nan 
of my Eſtate expect in thoſe aftairs ? can 
they cant after our fantaltic formalitics? 
Honour is not to be got among, us , but 
by dint ot hard blows ; which I muſt con- 
Fels I never much car'd for in my life, 
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As for the point of Eaſe,what caſe can it be * 
to be claſp'd up in a Cuiraſs, like a Tortoife 
in his ſhell. And for ſecurity,they have only 
God to truſt to upon all occaſions, in- 
whom a man of my humour ſcldom puts 
more then a moderate confidence. But 
to handle this--matter a little more gene» 
rally, I ſaw in France that their rcſolu- 
tions were agitatcd- to the wilh of there 
Enemies 3 That they ſought their ſecurity 
other-where then one. among another, or 
within themſelves, That they fx'd their 
reſolutions in their Enemie's Country and 
not at home, as the Switzers do; look up- 
on the Peace as conchided, before the Trea- 
ty was begun, and bereav*d themſelves of 
their advantages, and diſtinCtions before it 
was proclaim'd.” Which is worſe,we have 
gain'd three in four cf their-principles, 
which caus'd them to treat- as already 
ſow'd up in the Kings party z not- in War, 
for they bore Arms for him 3 not in Peace, 
for that their neceſſity urg'd them to treat:z - 
not in Truce, becauſe they had quitted 
their Diſtin&tions, their Judicature, their 
Treaſure, and their ſeparate Forces. So + 
that being neither in War, nor in Peace, 
nor in Truce, they fancy'd a tourth con- - 
dition, ,which never was, toſſing up one - 
leg the Air, which could be no ſteady 
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march. Some there were that cry'd ſhame 
upon theſe proceedings 3 others would not 
ſeek to remedy theſe things, unleſs the 
Grandees, who were gain'd by the King, 
would return among them, to buoy up: 
' their party, now patch'd vp of ſeveral pic- 
ces, chooſing rather to be fat, then healthy. 
They apprehended their own weakneſs, 
without conſidering the diſtintion of 
affairs of State. Hence they began to 
treat with reſpe&, to conclude without ſc- 
curity. They did enough-to offend, but 
not to defend. Thus were theſe poor 
people condemn'd in their fimple hdelity, 
to be the ſport of the great ones, perſuaded 
to have pity upon-Fraxce, when France had: 
no pity upon them 3 to preſerve it, when 
they had no intereſt in it 3 to fortife it, 
when-they had expell'd themſelvs out of it. 
But when men have thcir hands ty'd by the 
fear of God, and a baſhful reſpe& of their 
Prince, they ſhould be advis'd of their firlt 
motion 3 for whatever Peace they make,can. 
be no Peace, but a Contract of. Servitude.

(94! / Hen Monſieur Confeſſour came to 
my Lodging, he ſcnt in three Por- 

ters Load of Books to enhance the Cerc- 
mony of my Converſion. Some Cenlu- 
rers of theſe times have obſerv*d that we 
did not laſh one of them, but-that after 
Pinner we ſpent all the day in playing at 
Cent.. But I will ſhew thoſe that were {6 
careful to ſpie what was done that day, 
that 1 have well employ'd others in mo- 
dern Theology: to authorize my deſign, 
I have read the Anſwers to the book of 
Plefſis Mornay.” Tis very great pity he has not 
had leifure to follow his ſtudics as he did 
{ome 18. years ago. But fince, he has had 
{o many affairs of . State under his hands, 
ſo much+ authority to ſuſtain, ſuch a large 
Family to govern, nothing has ap- 
pear'd lately from him, The Theologilt of 
Xantes ſecirſ$ all our Dogs upon that 
Bear, and that none bit him, or durſt ſo 
G. 4. much 
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much as take him by the Ear, gave a leap 
at him; I would every one would do as 
much, For though he an{wer'd little to 
the purpoſe, yet what one cannot do fing- 
ly, many may. Thereis the ſame method 
to be us'd againſt this perſon, and matters 
mali de boldly afſcrted without coming-to 
the point of cloſe argument 3 for miſchict 
might come of it, As for Richeome, the 
Hceretics are conltrain'd to confeſs, that: the 
ſtyle is the genteclelt of any that has lately 
become public, at leaſt the Preface : and if 
they ſay *tisnone of his, yet it 1s his either 
by way of gift or purchafe. If the body 
of the work. be dall and flat, is itnot a 
common - Cuſtom for the Youth of theſe 
times, to wear the fore part of their Dub- 
lets of Satin, and-the hinder part of Can- 
vaſs? Does he not do well. to bring three 
Battalions before the King to perſuade him 
to admit the Jeſuits ?- Though in truth, 
three Battalions of eight Thouſand men a- 
peice, and fifty. great Guns, would be 
more perſuaſive, and - prove ' better. Ad- 
vocates, then the book. of trat.1 defend- 
ed, Now in purſuit of my delign , I put 
on my Spectacles, as when I play at. Ta- 
bles, and viewing at hand theſe three Bat- 
talions, in the firtit Rank 1 (Av none buta 
Gompany,ot Whipper Snappers with Mor- 
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r/0ns-guilt with leaf Gold. But any thing, 
for a Civil War, Atthehead of *em rode 
a fair Argument to prove Miracles. Natute 
is able to perform this or that.” - Such 
and ſuch things have bin produced con- - 
trary to the order of Nature, Ergy. 
The Miracles of Ardilliers arc not falſe. 
The Colours were of good Taffata, He 
that carry'd the CollonePs colours, havini 
a mind to play the Coxcomb, and Aourill 
his Colours under Leg as they do at Parzs, . 
ſtxain'd himſelf fo hard, that he befowPd 
himſclf. This is the Confeſſion of :de- - 
ceas'd Beza, who bequeaihs all to hs 
Wife, and the reli to the Franciſcans, dyes 
a good Roman Catholic, and this is that 
which became of him. I am told; an old 
arch Heretic read this book: with a great 
deal of pleaſure. I would make a light - 
anſwer > but perhaps he will bur(t himſelf 
with laughing, which would bean argu» 
ment to prove Miracts,which is the ſubjcet - 
of the book.

Traditions, faid he, are ſooner 
to: be believ'd then the Old & New Teſia- 
ment, provided that they are authoriz'd. 
by Traditions, and-not-Traditions by. them. 
More then this, Beza is Civily dead, by 
Baniſhment, and Spiritually dead, by Ex- 
communication, But grant he be not 
dead®this news. has always. ſerv'd, the 
news has bin Rill made uſe of like a Vul- 
tur*s-Skin to the ſtomach of ſome weak Ca- 
tholics, to advance the pious frauds of ho- 
neſt Mr. Cardinal, according to this book, 
and that: of. the deceaſed good Queen his. 
Play-fcllow. Think you that that ſame 
book of St. Clement; which Capil. the Ve- 
netian found in the Ile of Crete, has not 
mainly conduc'd to the eſtabliſhing private 
Maſſes.

dead... He ſpeaks of the Temple of St.. 
Peter, but it was an hundred years before 
the'Chriftians had any Church. J.alleg'd 
theſe things in imitation» of that pious Fa- 
ther, who. living three hundred-years be- 
fore Conſtantine, nevertheleſs is ſo prudent 
as to call Byzantinm , Conſt antiople, to the 
end ye may not laugh at the letter which 
wrote to the Virgin Mary, and 
that other which F. C. wrote to the three 
honeſt Catholics.under the Croſs at Aze in 
Poion,op'nly read by the Cur: tes of thePa- 
riſhes, But not to (injure the Chapter of 
Miracles, and to ſhew you that I was not 
converted out of Ignorance, I have read 
almoſt all Bellarmin,. and I took great care, 
being reſolv'd upon my Convertion, not 
to meddle with Whitaker, Lambert, or Rey- 
nolds. Thave read the Declamations and 
Fictions of Campanis, where I ſaw. lo ma-- 
ny Martyrs of thenew- Catholic Church.

Noniz-d, he did not heleive them all to be 
in Paradiſe; A wary: man, not to be:a 
general voucher for every body; I have 
tread. the Thundring Sermons of . the Bilbop 
of - Bizoaute, which hard*'nd my heart for 
the Maſſacre at. hand.'. Whoever ,read a 
more ſubſtantial Clauſe-then this, Che la 
cradeita Joro era. pietoſa, - That their Cruelty 
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was Mercy, 1 have read the writings of Re- - 
boul, who has told tales out of School, be- 
| cauſe he had bin whip'd there, Thatbook 
will ſerve-excellently well for a Farce, af- 
ter thoſe Tragedies,which afflict the ſquea- 
milh & rawConſcience of a Convert newly 
gall'd with his Converſion. I have read 
Dr. Boulanger, who has written like a De- 
vil, all ran dan and without premeditation 
they that will not believe me, may beleive 
their own eyes. He. is better skilld in Los 
gic now, then when he diſputed at Mjor, 
and had he now to do with that blind zea- 
lot, he would conundrum him in another 
manner then he did. For he hasanſwer'd 
the Preface of*Dypleſſir, .. at .leaſt. he gives 
him good words'; being reſolv'd like the 
chiet Captains of: the holy Party, © to ob- 
ſerve this maxim, That. in great underta- 
kings, 'tis enough to ſhew a good intentions 
Is the fame manner I could not forbear 
laughing, when I read the Pambonicum of 
Michan againlt -him, *Tis .well known 
that the Sorbon has .forbid him to write 
upon a Letter of. M, Conteſſour, But in 
the reply of :Michau I -blame kim for ſay- 
ing, z That. the Bozlangers are of 'Troye in" 
Champagne. . He was ignorant. that they 
came. from Lyons, . where :they could not 
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had ſcen M. Auguſte upon the Scaffuld or 
upon the Ladder. I read the beginning of 
Doxemel, bat he put me out of humour : At 
faxſt I was pleaſed with young Sponde's 
mannerof arguing : for we have a young 
Sponde, as well as a young Noſtredamws. 
They lay. the Widow- wrote it 3 - which 
cauſes many toadmire, becauſe it was ve- 
rtly thought that ſhe had made all public 
before. I have not ſpoken atall concerning 
the Treatiſes of the Husband 3; becauſe the 
firſt diſgrace the later z which do not ſeem. 
to be made with ſo good a will nor in ſo 
good an humour as the firſt, Thoſe are 
tull of diſcourſe enliv'nd only by pomp of 
words, the firſt moving, and perſuaſive 
ad fidem faciendam, But the-young, man 
treating of conſecrated Church-yards , 
draws from the ſum of his diſcourſe 
this conſequential Argument. The Fews 
were very curious in refcrence totheir Se- 
pulchers. The Twrks account their Sepul- 
chers Roly, and go in Pilgrimage to Mec- 
ca The. Pagans creed lofty Pyramids, 
canoniz'd their dead, and ordain'd them 
Supplications. Ergo z The Chriſtians ought 
*to do the like, in imitation. of: «the Fews 
Turks and Pagans, But not'to bereave any 
perſon of the honour which is due to him, 
We are well afſurd that this was the oft« 
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ſpring of M, Raymund's brain, or rather 


'of his Hoſt, who is alſo reported to have 


made the preliminary Epiſtle to Richeome. 
Let it be as it wilt, both together have 
taught me very fine fancies. Firlt, that ic 
is a duty to carry the Pope upon our Shoul-. 
ders. Thus the Pagans exalted their Druids 
and Veſtals, The Romans were carry d by 
their Slaves in Litters, The Chineſes in 
Tunquin carry their Religious Orders a Cock 
loft im the ſame manner, and the Country 
people in Xantoigne upon their wedding 
days, arc hoiſted after the ſame faſhion, as it 


1s alſo the Cuftom in Lorrain.. Ergo, We 


are to carry thePope,Cardinals and Biſhops 
upon our Shoulders., to ſhew- our (elves 
Pagans like the Chineſes, or Slaves , as. 
among, the Romans, or elſe in imitation of 
the Courtly falhion, of the Country Bump- 
kins of Xntoigne and Lorrain. The ſame 
Author tells, That Madam $;monite.he meant 
Sunamite kiſs'd Eliſha's feet, Ergozall Kings, 
who are Simonites, ought to kiſs the Pope's 
fect, This Monſieur Raymund and his 
Companions, ſpeak very well to the Hu- 
guenots and their printed Complaints, by 
declaring to them that they do not com- 
plain without a cavſe. For as Raymund 
ſays to Rabeſne, contentiouſly wrangling 
to make a Huguenot Lady loſe the Guardi- 

F- anſhip 
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anſhip of her Children; The Laws are not” 
to be obſerv'd according to humour, or 

to pleaſe proſcrib'd perſons: and afterwards 

ſolliciting to have a Hxguenot put to death, 

for a Murder which a pious Catholic had 
committed, we need not make any ſcrupte 
to deſtroy the Eſtates of thoſe whole lives 
are under Condemnation ;or to cut off par- 
ticular Members where the Body is under 
the general attainder of the Church. I have 
alſo read a book, much after the ſame rate, 
and which I bclieve to be a chip of the 

ſame block; mainly endeavouring to extir- 

pate the memory of Papeſs Foan-. And to 

thew you thatI have ftudi'd, and that 1 

keep a Correſpondence with the Learncd, 

I:have ſent him an Epigram upon this 

ſabje&t, which begins Famina quod mentitsa 

virum, to which I expect his an{wer.

Of the Arrogance of the Huguenots: 


F ever any Prince would raign ſo exact- 
ly, That ncither Juſtice nor the word 
ot God ſhould have any cauſe to blame his 
Government, it behoyes him to. extermi- 
natc 
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nate the Hyguenots ; For they are a ſort 
of ſtrange” people, that when - the Ho- 
mnour of God comes in competition, tram- 
ple under- their feet the Honour of men, 
yea even of Princes, But thoſe of this 
Age are alittle more reſpectful; *Tis pub- 
licly known what firange reports- they 
1ai>'d againſt the Mother of the-late Queen- 
Mother, taxing her with unſeemly famili- 
arity with the Cardinal of Lorrain, as if 
ſhe, that ſhe might take the care of men 
vpon her, had deſpoil'd all other women 
of their Vices, They made verſes-upon the 
ſaid Cardinal for a good turn-procur'd him 
by the Prince of Portian. But St. Nicaiſe, the 
ſaid Cardinal's- natural Son, honourably 
poyſon'd the ſaid Prince. Theſe Knaves 
impudently reported over all France the 
rews of a certain Picture, where the Car- 
dinal, the Queen of Scots, and ſeveral o- 
ther perſons were lovingly entertain'd with 
a {trange peice of workman-ſhip, And all 
theſe Stories printed after the great contelts 
and execution of St. Berthelemy. At the 
ſame time they wereſo Arrogant as to de- 
mand peace at Millaud, and cauſe him te 
order a peace, when they had no more 
then four or five Holds, more advantagi- 
ous for them, then the laſt peace which was 


granted them by the Court of. —_” bo 
ou 
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You would not beleive how little reſpe&t 
they gave.the Queen and the Councellers of 
State that attended her, Monſieur:de Pi- 
brac had made uſe of two pair of Topics, 
to frame a petition, which he addreſſed to 
the Deputics of the Hwgwenots, in the pre- 
ſence of the Queen. He wip d his eyes 
with his Hankercher, the Duke of Mvnt« 
Jpenfier ſnivelld , Richelies fight , 

- Gadagne (hew'd nothing but the whites of 
his eycs. When he came to Dixi, the 
Queenask'd them, well, Friends, what have 
you to ſay to this? Now you (hall hear 
the anſwer of limping Ls Meaufſe., Ma- 
dam, becauſe Monſieur has made ſuch a 
fair ſpeech, muſt we therefore periſh ? The 
fame perſon halting by the Chamber of the 
Maids of Honour, over-heard Altri ſaying, 
Muſt we be cont'd to thisCurſed Gaſcony, 
only for the Deputies four ratty Swords? 
Mademoiſelle, anſwer d this ſame Vulcan, I 
confels they are not fo well ſcour'd as your 
Engines. *Tis incredible how theſe people 
have bearded the greateſt of Princes; and 
made head- again(t them with their ſmart 
and brisk replys; as- for example, that of 
the Prince of Conde to the Queen Mother, 
who ſeeing a Troop of white Coats march 
by, reproach'd him, that his Souldicts were 
Millers, Yes Madam, reply'd the Prince, 
| £9) 
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to handle your Aſſes. The ſame Prince, at 
another time, when the King ask'd him, 
why he did not acknowlege the Virgin Mi- 
ry for the Queen of Heaven, made anſwer, 
Becauſe *twas pity , fo fair a- Kingdom 
thould be govern'd by a Diſtaff. To give 
you freſher marks of their Boldneſs 3 The 
King, then King: of Navar, having ſent 
Aubigny to Hen, the 3d. to reſtore him the 
honour of his Alliance, before he did kim+ 
felf right, either for his Siſter, or the inju- 
ries which had bin done him ; the King in 
a great fury reply'd, Let your Maſter, if 
you call him ſo, have a care what he does, 


if he knows me to be his King, Ifhall pac 


fich a weight upon his Arms, as would 
make the great Txrk, ſtoop. To whicti 
this impudcnt Huguenot made this anſwer, 
Sir, the King of Navar my Maſter, has to 
his great grief bin bred up under this Bur- 
den, Without Threats, the homage of 
his Life and Fortunes is at your Majefties 
Devotion 3 But the homage of his honour 
he will yeild tone'ic a Prince in the World, 
ſo long as he has a drop of blood in his 
Body, and a Sword by. his. fide. But not 
to relatethe ſawcineſ(s of them, who make 
profeſſion of it, what think ye of the poor 
Potter M. Bernards to whom the King one 
day faid theſe words, It is now five and 

forty 
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forty years ſince you krſt ſerv'd the Queen, 

m# Mother, and me, we have ſuffter'd you 

in the mid'ſt of Flames an14 Maſſacres, to 

enjoy thc treedom of your Religion all this 

while ; but now I am ſoperplex'd by thoſe 

ot Gf and my people, that in ſpite of 

my teeth | muſt bz ford to put thoſe two 

poor Women and you in Priſon, both they 
an4 you (hall be burnt to-morrow, it you 
change n-t your opinion. Sir, anſwer d 
Bernard, Yelterday- the Count M wlenrier, 
came to profter thoſe two Sitters their 
Lives, if they would cach of them permit 
you a nights lodging. They anſwer'd, 
They would be Martyrs as well for-their 
Honour as for their Religion, You have 
told me alſo ſeveral times you would have 
pity upon me: But I take pity upon you, 
who have pronounc'd theſe words 3 Tam 
conltrain'd ; you. do not ſpeak like a King, 
Thoſe Virgins and I; who I hope have a 
ſhare in the Kingdom of Heaven , will 
teach you this Royal expreſſion, ThAt nei- 
ther the Guiſarts, nor all your people, nor you 
your ſelf, ſhall conſtrain a poor Potter to bend 
his Knee to Images. Did yec ever hear ſuch 
an impudent Scoundrel ? You'd {wear, he 
were one of Seneca's Diſciples, qzi mori 
ſeit, cogi neſcit, He that knows how to 
dye, .know's not what compulſion means, 
More 
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More malapartneſs then this appear'd in 
theſe. p:ople at the laft Treaty of Peace,and 
at theAſſemblies which continu?d four years, 
where theſe (clf-will'd moody Mules with- 
ſtood not only the honelte(t Deputies which 
the King could pick out of his Council of 
State, but all the Grandce Lords of *' their 
own party. Theſe forheads of Braſs cry'd 
out, Theſe Propoſitions do not anſwer the 
good opinion which we had conceiv'd of 
thoſe which were ſent to us.

Eſpecially ſuch as thave 
fought againſt the Hcretiesz and all the 
Ii, their Wives and Children that- are 
farv'd to death in the ſtreets of our Ci- 
ties, Theſe are the Victims of that great 
Sacrificer Sanders, and other DoGors, who 
notwithſtanding ſeveral parduns, caus'd. 
them to make al of the Bull of the Holy 
Father Pizs the V. as Bellarmin reports, 
by virtue whereof they made no ſcruple of 
violating their. Allegiance to the Queen, 
And as tor them, that lay ſculking in the 
Niches of Pont Newf, not then finiſh d, and 
io - the night time Rob'd all thoſe that 
paſs'd alohg, and - then threw. them into 
the River, it there be any (cruple of cano- 
nizing them, we muſt be carcful what we 
do, lelt we ſhould injure them that did no

zood, and the fear. of evil, pradtiſe their 
force as well upon the one as the other. Do 
you not think your ſelf happy in that you: 
feel no other then the ſoft raigne, and natu- 
ral power of your thoughts, and not the 4 
violence of neceſlity ? Know then, that all 
men are reduc'd to this point, to be at an 
ill paſs either with their Conſciences, or 
with the affairs of the World. But becauſe 
there is no perfedt felicity, wile men find- 
ing a perſecution upon the liberty of their 
thoughts, they fly to the privacies of the 
heart 3 ſo that if your Conſcience cannot 
reconcile it {cl to the temper of the times, 
fly to the ſecret retirements of the wilds, 
reſerving to your ſelf, thoſe things, of 
which you your ſelf are Judg, and leaving. 
to othcrs thoſe things which fall under the 
{can of Forraign padgment. Our extcroal 
Actions may be cen{ur'd by thule who are 
in power,and for that they have the know- 
lege thereof, you cannot prevent them from 
dealing, in their own Element, or from pu- 
nilhing or. rewarding, as they deem molt 
proper : but they cannot controul your 
thoughts, which they can by no means im- 
peach. Sir, I ſpeak theſe things as well in 
reference to my {clf, as you beſeeching 
ye , that the Combats of our Conſciences ' 
may not .vent themſclvcs;, or it the Con- 
{cience.

The reaſon is plain : They 
that are Jead would not ſtifle their Conſci- 
ences z and they choak'd them, We muſt 
therefore kill our Conſciences,as I can boalt 
to have done by minez or lay. them faſt 
aſleep in the Bed of Stupidity, as the Ba- 
ron and his Wife,and others, haye done by. 
a.thouſand little charming paſtimes of Love, 
Came, I will give ye a few precepts,which 
F make uſe of my ſelf. Many men render: 
deſervedly culpable themſclves through 
their own jill conduc, Loyalty, though it be. 
highly to be applauded, becomes liable to 
puniſhment, when it ſuſtains them who are 
depreſs'd by Fortune. . We ought to follow 
favour, honour thoſe who are in proſperi-- 
ty ſpum-at the miſerable, For never 
wiſe man made choice of the unfortunate 
for his Friends, We ought to change as the 
times alter, . and abagdon that Party, from 
which we can hope for no ſupport. There 
is as much difference between profit and 
right, as between Heaven and Earth, wa- 
cr, 
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Terand fire. The greateſt Families in the 
World would ſoon decay , ſhould they 
make any account of Juſtice, A ty'd ® 
ſpect: to Honeſty would overthrow Citys 
and Caſtles, The libzrty of committing 
all ſorts-of Impiety, ſupports Kingdoms. 
Though it went againſt thy Nature to ob+ 
ferve any meaſure in evil-doing, yet he 
that as by appearance ſhall cafily find im- 
unity, when the fat is committed, Let 
im abſtain from the Court , that will 
needs be pious. Truth and Grandeur are 
always at daggers drawing. He ſhall al- 
ways be in fear. Why ſhould a wife man 
be aſham'd to follow -the example of his 
King. Wickedneſs renders therr. equal who 
are cqually contaminated, ? Tis not a thing 
that deſerves a little praiſe to deceive a 
Prince. Honeſty,not accompany'd with feli- 
City, is always contemptible z and for poor 
Vertue, ſee how it is forc'd to ſuffer the 
ſcoffs of the Vulgar. Thus you ſee, Sir, 
how I have endeavour'd to employ your 
contemplation , not doubting but you will 
make your advantage of- what have ſaid ; 
as being the moſt proper Phyfic for your 
diſcaſe.
